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This stately edifice is the Pike 
Avenue Church of God. This beautiful 
building is situated in a serene resi- 
dential section on the western side of 
Birmingham, 2617 Pike Avenue, one- 
half block off Bush Boulevard. The 
over-all length is over 100 feet. The 
auditorium is 44 feet wide; however, 
you will notice the large two-story 
Sunday School annex across the rear, 
which extends to a width of eighty 
feet. The floor of the auditorium is of 
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the best grade hardwood; the window 
and door frames are of steel; the 
building is gas heated. The auditorium 
windows are Gothic in design and of 
stained cathedral glass. 

The educational annex consists of 
fourteen large Sunday School rooms, 
a Willing Workers’ kitchen and din- 
ing hall, a library room, and church 
office. The auditorium space is fully 
utilized for seating space, since the 
vestibule, 10 by 26 feet, is a separate 
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unit; also, the rostrum extends under 
the roof of the educational annex. 
Ornate wood trim makes the rostrum 
one of the most beautiful parts of the 
building. Also, the hanging baptistry, 
which is situated near the roof at the 
rear of the rostrum and is visible 
from all parts of the auditorium, 
makes the church complete. A strik- 
ingly beautiful mural on the rear 
baptistry wall creates an atmosphere 
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Exod. 20:1-17. A good approach to 
this subject can be made by dropping 
back to the nineteenth chapter and 
considering the following points: 

1. Israel encamped before the moun- 

tain of God. 

2. God’s covenant proposed to them. 

3. His covenant accepted. 

4. The people are sanctified. 

5. God comes down upon Mt. Sinai. 

Let us consider the Ten Command- 
ments collectively. It is obvious that 
the group constitutes a summary of 
our main duties to God and toward 
man. There is nothing in the Old 
Testament near so prominent. God 
spoke them audibly, and thousands 
heard Him. These were the first and 
direct utterances God made to man 
under the old covenant. Also, remem- 
ber that they were not only spoken by 
God, but also written by Him. The Ten 
Commandments are all-inclusive. Ac- 
cording to the division adapted by the 
English Church and the reformed 
churches, en, the first four set 
forth our duty to God; while the last 
six, our duty to our fellow man. 

A brief analysis gives us the follow- 
ing points for the first four com- 
mandmens: 

1. The commandment of monothe- 

ism. 

2. bs commandment of pure wor- 

ship. 

3. The commandment of reverent 

speech. 

4. — commandment of a sacred 

ay. 

Last, let us consider these points 
for the last six commandments and 
= how they obligate us to our neigh- 

or. 

1. Verse 12, honor parents. The first 

commandment with promise. 

2. Verse 13, preserve life. Save and 

prolong life. 

3. Verse 14, be pure. Inward and 

outward. 

4. Verse 15, be honest. “Honesty is 

the best policy.” 
5. Verse 16, be truthful. The mani- 
fold sin of lying. 
6. Verse 17, be content. “Beware of 
covetousness.” 

To a true child of God, His com- 
mandments are not grievous. 

Never before nor since has there 
been an occasion when God so defi- 
se and personally dealt with His 
people. Many constitutions, with their 
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bylaws, have been drafted by various 
outstanding men of earth, but never 
before nor since has a law been given 
by God Himself by word of mouth. 

In the light of these facts, there is 
no ground for believing, nor justifi- 
cation in arguing, that Moses derived 
the Decalogue from Egyptian teach- 
ings on the duty of man. Egyptian 
morality was minute and complex, but 
these commandments were grand yet 
simple. They were to be ecumenical. 
There is positively no room for doubt 
or question as to the author. God 
wanted the Israelites to know that it 
was He Himself giving the message. 
His voice, accompanied by the mighty 
demonstration of thunderings, light- 
nings, noise of trumpets, smoke, and 
the earthquake, made a sufficient im- 
pression to be remembered by those 
Israelites as long as they lived, and to 
actuate them to tell their children 
about it. 

The first two commandments were 
bound together, as set forth in verse 
5. Notice the statement, “I the Lord 
God am a jealous God.” It is quite 
obvious that God intended to impress 
on their minds the fact that He was 
as opposed to their worshiping other 
gods as He was to their making graven 
images. The use of the word “thou” 
meant that though God was speaking 
to the nation collectively, the com- 
mandments were to be kept by each 
individual. A belief in God is said to 
lie at the root of esoteric Egyptian re- 
ligions, but their ideas were too great- 
ly contaminated with pantheism and 
materialism for Moses to have bor- 
rowed this grand law from it. The first 
commandment is a death stroke to 
polytheism, since it sets forth the 
unity of God; and the second asserts 
very strongly God’s spirituality, there- 
fore a stern protest to idolatry. Verses 
four and five are not condemnation 
of sculpture and art, but rather the 
worship of these things. 

The second commandment is just as 
pertinent in its condemnation today 
as ever. The Catholic Church and 
others that lead their people to the 
point of image worship are committ- 
ing a terrible trespass against this 
commandment. It matters not wheth- 
er images were made in the likeness 
of angels, birds, animals, aquatic 
creatures, or demons, they were not 
and are not to be worshipped. The 
triune God alone is to be worshipped. 
As there was a blessing upon all who 
observed these commandments and a 
curse upon all who disobeyed them, 
there is a curse upon parents, and 
children as well, who disobey God’s 
law today. 

The third commandment—profan- 
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Che Cen Commandments Stand 


ity: “Shav” in Hebrew means “vanity’ 
and “falsehood”; therefore, this com- 
mandment may forbid vain swearing 
and false swearing. Jesus spoke the 
following words in favor of this last 
meaning, Matt. 5:33, 34: “Again, ye 
have heard that it hath been said by 
them of old time, Thou shalt not for- 
swear thyself, but shalt perform unto 
the Lord thine oaths: but I say unto 
ou, Swear not at all; neither by 

eaven; for it is God’s throne.” This 
seems especially against perjury, 
which has always been looked upon 
as one of the greatest offences against 
moral and social standards. The 
Egyptians punished perjury by death. 
The Greeks thought a divine nemesis 
followed the perjured man and 
brought destruction upon him and his 
offspring. The Romans considered 
such a person infamous and subject 
to divine punishment. One thing we 
know, and that is, it is absolutely 
wrong to use God’s name in vain, 


carelessly using His name as a fille 
in conversation, sermon, or praye 

God’s name is to be used with the 
greatest degree of reverence. 

The fourth commandment deals 
with the sacred Sabbath. We know 
that the Sabbath was at least insti- 
tuted at the giving of the manna. Its 
primary beginning could, some think, 
have started in Gen. 2:3. The word 
“remember” could mean that, or it 
could only be referring to Exod. 16:22- 
30. “Six days shalt thou labour, and 
do all thy work,” is more a prohibi- 
tion than a commandment. God was 
showing great care for man’s body 
and soul in this law. Man’s body needs 
rest, and nothing will so rest a tired 
body as worshiping God in spirit and 
in truth. It was to be an interval of 
rest from the curse upon man. Gen. 
3:17-19. It was to be a rest to the en- 
tire family, servants, strangers, or 
beasts of burden. God gave two rea- 
sons for sanctifying the seventh day. 
First, His work of creation was done 
in six days, and ‘He rested on the 
seventh. Second, He reminds Israel 
that after a time of terrible toil and 
servitude, He brought them out of 
Egypt and gave them rest. Deut. 5: 
The observance of the Sabbath sho 


whether it be in false swearing or

a resemblance between man’s natur 


and God’s (Gen. 1:27), and to point 
to the millennium as well as_ the 
eternal rest in the future for God’s 
children. That there was a change 
in the spirit, or a new and better un- 
derstanding of the commandment 
placed upon it by Jesus and Paul, is 
obvious in these passages: Mark 2:23- 
28; Col. 2:14-19. 

This divine code in the fifth com- 
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mandment is not the only one that 
embodies the laws demanding filial 
love and respect, for it is found in all 
the moral codes of earth. In the 
maxims of Ptahhotif, before Abra- 
ham’s day, “the duty of filial piety is 
strictly inculcated.” Confucius based 
his wholly upon parental authority. 
This is not only a great command- 
ment, but the first commandment 
with promise. Eph. 6:2, “Honour thy 
father and mother; which is the first 
commandment with promise.” 

“Thou shalt not kill” is another 

oral precept of social respect that 
is included in all codes. Our first duty 
toward our neighbor is to respect his 
life. When this law is violated, it in- 
vokes the wrath of both man and God, 
as set forth in Gen. 4:11-14. After 
the flood, God said, “Whoso sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall his blood 
be shed: for in the image of God 
made he man,” Gen. 9:6. Jesus ampli- 
fied and supported this command- 
ment in Matt. 5:21-47. Human life is 
sacred and should be treated with the 
greatest of care. Personally, I think 
the Scripture makes distinct differ- 
ence between murder and capital 
punishment. 

The seventh commandment, “Thou 
shalt not commit adultery,” is a strict 
unyielding prohibition against one 
neighbor trespassing against another 
in defiling his bed by committing 
adultery with his wife. One of the 
dearest and most sacred bonds and 
unions of life is that of holy matri- 
mony, and he who pollutes the sanc- 
tity of a home is guilty of a loathsome 


@nx against society. Jesus gives ex- 


ansive thought to this command- 
ment in Matt. 5:27-34. 

“Thou shalt not steal,” the eighth 
commandment, sounds the death 
knell to socialism. No one can doubt 
property rights by individuals and 
understand and respect this law. In 
the observance of this commandment, 
we are meeting God’s third require- 
ment of us to our neighbor. Where 
there is no respect for private enter- 
prise and property, socialistic com- 
munism reigns. Theft has always been 
punished in every state. Paul’s exhor- 
tation to the church at Ephesus was, 
“Let him that stole steal no more: 
but rather let him labour, working 
with his hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to him 
that needeth,” Eph. 4:28. 

“Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor” is the ninth 
commandment. False witness is of two 
kinds—public and private. One may 
seriously damage his neighbor by giv- 
ing false witness against him at court, 
or calumniate him to others in con- 
versation. False testimony at court 
can cause one’s death, as it did Na- 


r of bearing false witness is for- 


@:: (1 Kings 21:13). The latter man-

idden in Exod. 23:1: “Thou shalt not 
raise a false report: put not thine 
hand with the wicked to be an un- 
righteous witness.” Also, notice Psa. 
15:3, “Should he reason with unpro- 
fitable talk? or with speeches where- 
with he can do no good?” 

Last, “Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor’s house, thou shalt not covet 
nor his man- 
servant, nor his maidservant, nor his 
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ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that 
is thy neighbor’s.” Most precepts and 
codes written by men stopped with 
the deed; some went on to words, but 
not one attempted to control the 
thoughts. This commandment teaches 
very specifically that God looks at the 
heart and that to Him all things are 
naked and open. Not only that, but 
this certifies the fact that man is not 
only responsible for what he does and 
says, but also for what he thinks. We 
are not to live selfishly, but to con- 
trol our passion, check our desires, 
and resist evil presentments. To keep 
the last commandment one will, of 
all necessity, have to keep the first 
°c God and neighbor as one- 
self. 

It is said that after ten years of 
patient work, experts in London have 
finished what is said to be the most 
perfect yardstick in the world. It is 
made of platinum and iridium, and 
was designed to be used as the stan- 
dard of the British Government. Ev- 
ery year for ten years it will be exam- 
ined, and if it varies by a millionth of 
one inch it will be rejected. The Bible 
is the Christian’s standard for his 
rule of conduct. Its principles never 
change. “The law of the Lord is per-

When in the Course of human events 
it becomes necessary for one people to 
dissolve the political bands which 
have connected them with another, 
and to assume among the powers of 
the earth, the separate and equal 
station to which the Laws of Nature 
and of Nature’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of man- 
kind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the 
separation—We hold these truths to 
be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are endowed 
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by their Creator with certain unalien- 
able Rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Hap- 
piness.—That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among 
Men, deriving their just powers from 
the consent of the governed.—That 
whenever any Form of Government 
becomes destructive of these ends, it 
is the Right of the People to alter or 
abolish it, and to institute new Gov- 
ernment, laying its foundation on 
such principles and organizing its 
powers in such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their Safety 
and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, will 
dictate that Governments long estab? 
lished should not be changed for light 
and transcient causes; and accord- 
ingly all experience hath shewn that 
mankind are more disposed to suffer, 
while evils are sufferable, than to 
right themselves by abolishing the 
forms to which they are accustomed. 
But when a long train of abuses and 
usurpations, pursuing invariably the 
same Object evinces a design to re- 
duce them under absolute Despotism, 
it is their right, it is their duty, to 
throw off such Government, and to 
provide new Guards for their future 
security—Such has been the patient 
sufferance of these Colonies; and such 
is now the necessity which constrains 
them to alter their former Systems 
of Government... 


We, therefore, the Representatives 
of the United States of America, in 
General Congress, Assembled, appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Judge of the world 
for the rectitude of our intentions, do 
in the Name, and by Authority of the 
good People of these Colonies, solemn- 
ly publish and declare, That these 
United Colonies are, and of Right 
ought to be FREE AND INDEPEND- 
ENT STATES ... And for the sup- 
port of this Declaration, with a firm 
reliance on the protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other our Lives, our Fortunes 
and our sacred Honor.

Matthew 16:16-21 


There were at least two occasions 
when our Lord spoke to His disciples 
about taking up the cross and follow- 
ing Him. The first, when He was speak- 
ing about discipleship (Matt. 10:38); 
the second time, when He had told 
them about His coming death at the 
hands of His enemies (Matt. 16:21-26). 
When He spoke about bearing the 
cross, they understood that He re- 
ferred to the custom of the Romans, 
that when a prisoner was to be cruci- 
fied, he had to carry his own cross to 
the place of execution. “Taking up the 
cross” was, no doubt, a proverbial ex- 
pression denoting the assumption of 
a disagreeable duty. But we doubt if 
the disciples had much of an idea of 
what the Lord meant at this time. 
They would sense it meant some kind 
of self-denial; but the nature of that 
self-denial was not immediately ap- 
prehended by them. This saying of our 
Lord’s was like many others, it was not 
understood until after His resurrec- 
tion (John 2:22; 12:16; 16:4). He had 
spoken to them of the Church He was 
going to build, but He did not eluci- 
date (Matt. 16:18). It was not until 
Paul had come upon the scene that 
the doctrine of the Church was re- 
vealed to them (Eph. 3:1-10). He had 
spoken to them the parables of the 
kingdom of heaven (Matt. 13), but we 
doubt if the disciples understood them 
until the doctrine of the Church was 
revealed. So, here in speaking about 
taking up the cross, our Lord was 
speaking proleptically, knowing what 
lay in the future for them. The disci- 
ples, at this time, had not grasped the 
fact that their Lord was to be crucified, 
though He had told them plainly, but 
we do know that they fully understood 
the meaning of His words later (Rom. 
6; Col. 3:1-4; 1 Peter 4:1-3). 

From our observation we are con- 
vinced that many of God’s people do 
not yet know the Lord’s meaning of 
taking up the cross and following 
Him. This is seen in the various ways 
that our Lord’s words are taken and 
explained. Some speak about “crosses” 
that they have to bear. They mean 
such things as disappointments or 
things that irritate them. Some call 
their sins crosses that they have to 
bear; such, for instance, as bad tem- 
per. They seek to excuse themselves 
by saying that that is one of their 
crosses they must bear. They are mis- 
taken; it is a sinful indulgence. It is 
one of the things that has to be put 
upon the cross to die. But there are 
others, men of great learning and 
piety (from whom we shrink to differ 
and at whose feet we sit to learn daily) 
who explain cross bearing as bearing 
the sufferings that are incidental to a 
positive, progressive Christian. life. 
With all due deference to such author- 
ities, we do not think they reach the 
core of the matter. 

The cause for this confusion of 
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thought on this important subject is 
common enough. As our Lord said to 
the Sadducees when they came to test 
Him, “Ye do err, not knowing the 
scriptures” (Matt. 22:29). If we read 
the Scriptures with care, discrimina- 
tion, and spiritual discernment, we 
would have less difficulty. And we 
should read all that the Scriptures say 
on any given topic. We cannot expect 
to arrive at a right conclusion unless 
we have all the facts before us. Our 
Lord did not explain what He meant 
at this time, but the apostles did after 
His death and resurrection. In the 
first place, we notice that this subject 
of cross bearing came up at the time 
our Lord was telling His disciples of 
His coming death at Jerusalem. If 
He did not tell them the manner of 
His death at that time, He did a little 
later (Matt. 20:19). That ought to 
have given them a key to the under- 
standing of His meaning. He had been 
presented to Israel as the Lamb of 
God which takes away the sin of the 
world (John 1:29), and since this 
death on the cross had to do with sin, 
it would seem that the believer’s cross 
would be related to it in some way, too. 

We notice that only one cross is 
mentioned—one for each person. That 
rules out the idea of “little crosses” 
of our own invention. It makes it eas- 
ier for us. We can find out what that 
one cross is. 

This cross is to be taken up daily. 
Apparently, there is to be no release 
from this so long as we are here in 
the body. This will become clearer to 
us as we proceed. 

This cross is to be voluntarily as- 
sumed by each one. It is not laid upon 
us as our Lord’s was on Simon the 
Cyrenian. He was compelled. We are 
to bear our cross willingly. We are to 
take the cross or not. If the cross 
were trouble, sorrow, persecutions, or 
one of one hundred things that are 
liable to come upon a disciple, it would 
not be optional. Furthermore, we are 
not to seek out trouble or sorrow or 
persecutions for the sake of making 
them a cross to bear. It does not mean 
the practice of asceticism, which is 
called a “voluntary humility” and is 
condemned in the Word of God (Col. 
2:18-23). It is true that the Lord de- 
sires His children to bear patiently any 
trials through which He desires us to 
pass, and that there is grace provided 
for the fiercest trials, but God never 
tells us to seek sorrow or grief or pain. 

Bearing the cross means self-denial. 
Our Lord puts the two in the same 
category. But it is a real denial of 
self and not simply denying ourselves 
the pleasure of eating some kind of 
food or such. Self is sometimes used 
in the Word of God as equivalent to 
sin (Rom. 7). The cross meant self- 
denial for our Lord; He “pleased not 
Himself.” It means the same for us. 
Christ died on the cross a voluntary 
sacrifice to make our salvation pos- 


sible, so we choose the cross to make 
it personal and effective. Bearing the 
cross is identifying ourselves with 
Christ in His redemptive ministry. He 
who was without sin denied Himsel 
and made an adequate atonement fo 
the sin and sins of the world (1 Jo 
2:2). He condemned sin in the flesh. 
“There is therefore now no condem- 
nation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus. * * That the righteousness of 
the law might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit” (Rom. 8:1, 4). 

In the Epistles, our Lord’s wor 
“taking up the cross” are not repeated; 
but the inspired writers use terms 
that explain and amplify them. “Bear- 
ing the cross is mortifying our mem- 
bers which are upon the earth” (Col. 
3:5); it is making no “provision for 
the flesh, to fulfill the lusts thereof” 
(Rom. 13:14); “it is crucifying the 
flesh” (Gal. 5:24); “it is reckoning 
yourselves to be dead to sin” (Rom. 
6:11); it is “denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts” (Titus 2:12); it is hav- 
ing “the sentence of death in our- 
selves, that we should not truSt in our- 
selves, but in God which raiseth the 
dead” (2 Cor. 1:9). In a word, bearing 
the cross is a daily dying unto sin and 
living unto righteousness. Our safety 
and deliverance is through the Spirit 
pany the deeds of the body (Rom. 


Paul gives us a clear exposition of 
the meaning of bearing the cross 
(Rom. 6:1-23). In the Scripture he 
shows us that in the reckoning of 
God we are identified with Christ 
His death, burial, and resurrectio 
There are three words that give us 
understanding of the Scripture. They 
are “planted,” “reckon,” and “yield.” 
We have been planted or identified 
with Christ in His death and resurrec- 
tion in the reckoning of God. We are 
to reckon ourselves to be dead unto 
sin, but alive unto God. In order that 
sin might not reign in our mortal 
bodies, we are to yield ourselves unto 
God as those that are alive from the 
dead, and our members as instruments 
of righteousness. Yielding to righteous-

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“lhe “foundation 
of Holiness 


By Rev. Harold E. Snyder, TH.B., A.B., 
Steubenville, Ohio 


(Note: This is not intended to be a 
fully written sermon, but only an out- 
line upon which has been placed a 
little meat.) 

INTRODUCTION 

The foundation of all Christian ex- 
perience is found in John 3:16. By 
foundation is meant the basis upon 
which all salvation is possible. The 
thought of sanctification and holiness 
will claim our attention in this article, 
and these three parts of the founda- 
tion of holiness which I wish to men- 
tion. The first part of the foundation 
is the fact that God’s will is for our 
sanctification and holiness. The sec- 
ond is the fact that the sacrificial 
work of Jesus Christ was for our sanc- 
tification. The third part of our foun- 
dation for holiness is the fact that the 
very dealings of God through the Holy 
Spirit is to make us partakers of His 
holiness. Therefore, the whole Trinity 
is at the bottom of the experience of 
sanctification. The Father, Son and 
the Holy Spirit each have a definite 
contribution to make toward the pow- 
er of an individual to live a holy life. 


HOLINESS, THE WILL OF GOD 
FOR US 


Sanctification has two meanings. 
The first is to set apart for a special 
task and the other is to make holy. 
The Greek word for sanctification 
means to separate from common con- 
dition and use. It also means to con- 
secrate, cleanse, purify and regard as 
holy. In Hebrews 10:9, 10, Jesus states 
that He had come to do the will 
of God, and that by this will of God 
we are sanctified through the sacri- 
fice of Jesus. Also in 1 Thess. 4:3, we 
find that the will of God is our sanc- 
tification. This experience is God’s 
best for our lives. He wants children 
who are consecrated, made holy, and 
willing to walk with obedience. 

Many are living below this standard 
of Christianity, but this does not lower 
God’s standard. The Bible teaches 
that without holiness no man shall 
see the Lord. All may not agree in all 
the particulars of theology, but Chris- 
tianity is more than a theology—it is 
a way of life. All children of God 
should seek holiness of heart and life 
if they expect to make heaven their 
home. 

HOLINESS, THE RESULT OF THE 
SACRIFICIAL WORK OF JESUS 
“Wherefore Jesus, also, that he 

might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the gate.” 
This verse is found in Hebrews 13:12, 
and states that the purpose of the 
crucifixion was that we might be 
sanctified. Without the Lamb of God, 
mankind would have no possible. way 
to have their sins forgiven and their 
very natures cleansed. Surely if God 
wills our sanctification, and Christ

On Sunday, June 3, 1951, Rev. C. R. 
Spain (Rev. and Mrs. Spain at right), 
our state overseer, preached a most 
inspiring dedicatory sermon for our 
new church here at Harrison.

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Universal Declaration of Human Rights e 


ARTICLE 1—All human beings are 
born free and equal in dignity and 
rights. They are endowed with reason 
and conscience and should act to- 
wards one another in a spirit of broth- 
erhood. 

ARTICLE 2—(1) Everyone is en- 
titled to all the rights and freedoms 
set forth in this Declaration, without 
distinction of any kind, such as race, 
color, sex, language, religion, political 
or other opinion, national or social 
origin, property, birth or other status. 

(2) Furthermore, no_ distinction 
shall be made on the basis of the 
political, jurisdictional or interna- 
tional status of the country or terri- 
tory to which a _ person belongs, 
whether this territory be an indepen- 
dent, Trust, Non-Self-Governing ter- 
ritory, or under any other limitation 
or sovereignty. 

ARTICLE 3—Everyone has the right 
to life, liberty and the security of per- 


son. 

ARTICLE 4—No one shall be held 
in slavery or servitude; slavery and 
the slave trade shall be prohibited in 
all their forms. 

ARTICLE 5—No one shall be sub- 
jected to torture or to cruel, inhuman, 
or degrading treatment or punish- 
ment. 

ARTICLE 6—Everyone has the right 
to recognition everywhere as a person 
before the law. 

ARTICLE 7—All are equal before 
the law and are entitled without any 
discrimination to equal protection 
of the law. All are entitled to equal 
protection against any discrimination 
in violation of this Declaration and 
against any incitement to such dis- 
crimination. 

ARTICLE 8—Everyone has the right 
to an effective remedy by the com- 
petent national tribunals for acts vi- 
olating the fundamental rights grant- 
ed him by the constitution or by law. 

ARTICLE 9—No one shall be sub- 
jected to arbitrary arrest, detention, 
or exile. 

ARTICLE 10—Everyone is entitled 
in full equality to a fair and public 
hearing by an independent and im- 
partial tribunal, in the determination 
of his rights and obligations and of 
any criminal charge against him. 

ARTICLE 11—(1) Everyone charged 
with a penal offence has the right to 
be presumed innocent until proved 
guilty according to law in a public 
trial at which he has had all the 
guarantees necessary for his defence. 

(2) No one shall be held guilty of 
any penal offence on account of any 
act or omission which did not consti- 
tute a penal offence, under national 
or international law, at the time when 
it was committed. Nor shall a heavier 
penalty be imposed than the one that 
was applicable at the time the penal 
offence was committed. 

ARTICLE 12—No one shall be sub- 
jected to arbitrary interference with 
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his privacy, family, home, or corres- 
pondence, nor to attacks upon his 
honour and reputation. Everyone has 
the right to the protection of the law 
against such interference or attacks. 

ARTICLE 13—(1) Everyone has the 
right to freedom of movement and 
residence within the borders of each 
State. 

(2) Everyone has the right to leave 
any country, including his own, and 
to return to his country. 

ARTICLE 14—(1) Everyone has the 
right to seek and to enjoy in other 
countries asylum from persecution. 

(2) This right may not be invoked 
in the case of prosecutions genuinely 
arising from non-political crimes or 
from acts contrary to the purposes 
and principles of the United Nations. 

ARTICLE 15—(1) Everyone has the 
right to a nationality. 

(2) No one shall be arbitrarily de- 
prived of his ‘nationality nor denied 
the right to change his nationality. 

ARTICLE 16—(1) Men and women 
of full age, without any limitation due 
to race, nationality or religion, have 
the right to marry and to found a 
family. They are entitled to equal 
rights as to marriage, during mar- 
riage, and at its dissolution. 

(2) Marriage shall be entered into 
only with the free and full consent of 
the intending spouses. 

(3) The family is the natural and 
fundamental group unit of society and 
is entitled to protection by society and 
the State. 

ARTICLE 17—(1) Everyone has the 
right to own property alone as well as 
in association with others. 

(2) No one shall be arbitrarily de- 
prived of his property. 

ARTICLE 18—Everyone has the 
right to freedom of thought, con- 
science, and religion; this right in- 
cludes freedom to change his religion 
or belief, and freedom, either alone or 
in community with others and in pub- 
lic or private, to manifest his religion 
or belief in teaching, practice, worship, 
and observance. 

ARTICLE 19—Everyone has the 
right to freedom of opinion and ex- 
pression; this right includes freedom 
to hold opinions without interference 
and to seek, receive, and impart in- 
formation and ideas through any 
media and regardless of frontiers. 

ARTICLE 20—(1) Everyone has the 
right to freedom of peaceful assembly 
and association. 

(2) No one may be compelled to 
belong to an association. 

ARTICLE 21—(1) Everyone has the 
right to take part in the government 
of his country, directly or through 
freely chosen representatives. 

(2) Everyone has the right of equal 
access to public service in his country. 

(3) The will of the people shall be 
the basis of the authority of govern- 
ment; this will shall be expressed in 
periodic and genuine elections which 





shall be by universal and equal suf- 
frage and shall be held by secret vote 
or by equivalent free voting proced- 





ures. 

ARTICLE 22—Everyone, as a mem- 
ber of society, has the right to social 
security and is entitled to realization, ( 
through national effort and interna- 
tional co-operation and in accordance 
with the organization and resources 
of each State, of the economic, social, 
and cultural rights indispensable for 
his dignity and the free development 
of his personality. 

ARTICLE 23—(1) Everyone has the 
right to work, to free choice of em- 
ployment, to just and favourable con- 
ditions of work, and to protection 
against unemployment. 

(2) Everyone, without any discrim- 
ination, has the right to equal pay 
for equal work. 

(3) Everyone who works has the 
right to just and favourable remun- 
eration, insuring for himself and his 
family an existence worthy of hu- 
man dignity, and supplemented, if 
necessary, by other means of social 
protection. 

(4) Everyone has the right to form 
and to join trade unions for the pro- 
tection of his interests. 

ARTICLE 24—Everyone has _ the 
right to rest and leisure, including @% g 
reasonable limitation of working hours y 
and periodic holidays with pay. 

ARTICLE 25—(1) Everyone has the 
right to a standard of living adequate 
for the health and well-being of him- 
self and of his family, including food, 
clothing, housing, and medical care 
and necessary social services, and the 
right to security in the event of un- 
employment, sickness, disability, wid- 
owhood, old age or other lack of liveli- 
— in circumstances beyond his con- 

rol. 

(2) Motherhood and childhood are 
entitled to special care and assistance. 
All children, whether born in or out 
of wedlock, shall enjoy the same social 
protection. 

ARTICLE 26—(1) Everyone has the 
right to education. Education shall be 
free, at least in the elementary and 
fundamental stages. Elementary edu- 
cation shall be compulsory. Technical 
and professional education shall be 
made generally available and higher 
education shall be equally accessible 
to all on the basis of merit. 

(2) Education shall be directed to 
the full development of the human 
personality and to the strengthenine@p 
of respect for human rights and fund- 
amental freedoms. It shall promote 
understanding, tolerance, and friend- 
ship among all nations, racial and re- 
ligious groups, and shall further the 
activities of the United Nations for the 
maintenance of peace. 

(3) Parents have a prior right to 
choose the kind of education that £ 





shall be given to their children. 
ARTICLE 27—(1) Everyone has the 
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right freely to participate in the 

cultural life of the community, to en- 

joy the arts, and to share in scientific 
advancement and its benefits. 

(2) Everyone has the right to the 

® protection of the moral and material 

interests resulting from any scientific, 

literary, or artistic production of 

which he is the author. 

ARTICLE 28—Everyone is entitled 

. to a social and international order in 

which the rights and freedoms set 

( a forth in this Declaration can be fully 





realized. 

ARTICLE 29—(1) Everyone has 
duties to the community in which 
alone the free and full development 
of his personality is possible. 

(2) In the exercise of his rights and 
freedoms, everyone shall be subject 


only to such limitations as are de- 
termined by law solely for the purpose 
of securing due recognition and re- 
spect for the rights and freedoms of 
others and of meeting the just re- 
quirements of morality, public order, 
and the general welfare in a demo- 
cratic society. 

(3) These rights and freedoms may 
in no case be exercised contrary to 
the purposes and principles of the 
United Nations. 

ARTICLE 30—Nothing in this Dec- 
laration may be interpreted as im- 
plying for any State, group, or person 
any right to engage in any activity 
or to perform any act aimed at the 
destruction of any of the rights and 
freedoms set forth herein.

The Fruit of the Spirit

Gal. 5:22, “But the fruit of the Spirit 
is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith.” 

Friends, we are living in a day when 
we need to search our hearts and lives 
and prove to a lost and dying world 
that the Spirit of God does dwell 
within us. is is a day of doubt, and 
to say we are Christians is not enough. 
We must show them. We know if a 
person came along with a little green 
plant and told us it was a new kind of 
fruit tree, that it would never be 

’ very high, that it would not be con- 

j sidered very pretty, yet it would bring 
forth the tastiest fruit ever produced, 
it would be hard to believe. It would 
probably have to be proved to us first. 
We would taste of it to find it very 
good, just as we were told. So it is with 
us today. We may never be considered 
very high, or pretty to the world today, 
but I had rather be just a small tree 
and bear good fruit than to be among 
the stately rich and have no hope of 
eternal joy hereafter. Yes, we have to 
prove to the world that the fruit of the 
Spirit is all “good fruit.” 

We testify that we know the Spirit of 
God dwells within us, but are we prov- 
ing it? Let us see. The plant is rooted 
and grounded before fruit can be pro- 
duced. We can not see the fruit at 
first, but soon the plant grows and 
matures, then it blossoms and bears 
fruit if it is not neglected: If we fail 
to pray, we will, also, die, spiritually. 

Today we need to be rooted and 
grounded in Christ Jesus. You may 
ask, “Well, what is the fruit of the 
Spirit?” First, you must have the 
Spirit, the blessed Holy Ghost, within 
that causes the fruit to come forth. 

‘ Paul tells us LOVE is first. In Eph. 
7 3:16, 17 we read, “That he would grant 

you, according to the riches of his 
glory, to be strengthened with might 
by his Spirit in the inner man; that 
Christ may dwell in your hearts by 
faith; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded in love.” First we love Christ 
with all our heart, soul, mind, strength, 
and body. He first loved us while we 
were yet sinners and died for us. Then 
we are to love our enemies, those 
who persecute us, our friends and our 
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neighbors, brothers, sisters, church, 
and the Word of God.

If we have the love of God in our 
hearts we will then hate evil, but love 
the sinner. God gave His only Son 
for sinners. Are we showing the world 
proper love today? It matters not how 
wrapped up in sin a person may be, 
how low he is in the sight of men, 
how wretched or how poor, we will love 
his soul if we are true Christians. 
There will be a longing in our hearts 
to see him come to the Lord, who will 
make him a new creature. Although I 
feel unworthy of such love, I am glad 
He loves me and I love Him. Yes, all 
to Him we owe. Bless His name! 

Next comes JOY. Psalm 5:11, “Let 
all that love thy name be joyful.” Are 
you letting the world know today there 
is joy in serving the Lord? or are you 
going around looking sad and acting 
like you have just lost your best 
friend? We must let others know we 
are happy, make them hungry for this 
salvation. If you saw someone eating 
pie and he was frowning and 
grumbling, you would not want any of 
it. You would not think it was very 
good. Let us be careful how we act. 
True, it is hard to smile when things 
go wrong, but try. The devil doesn’t 
want us to have joy, but, praise the 
Lord, there is joy in spite of every 
temptation and trial. 

PEACE is such a wonderful word. 
We can have perfect peace in our 
hearts today. The fruit of the Spirit is 
peace—at peace with God, with our 
neighbors, at work, at play, yes, even 
in time of trouble, sadness, world con- 
ditions, we can have wonderful peace. 
Even in death we can say with Paul, 
“O death, where is thy sting?” The 
chilly waves of Jordan can not bother 
you if you have the peaceful, calm as- 
surance of a home on the other side. 
I am so glad for this abiding peace. 

Others are LONGSUFFERING and 
GENTLENESS. If there has ever been 
a time we needed grace enough to be 
gentle and longsuffering, it is today. 
You may say, “I just have more trou- 
bles and trials than I can stand.” Let 
us see what Jesus stood. Do you not 


think it took longsuffering for Him to 
go through the unjust trial, to be 
mocked and abused through the long 
night and on until He died, yet He 
was gentle enough that “as a lamb 
he opened not his mouth”? Sometimes 
we may have things that are hard 
to bear and go on taking, but that is 
longsuffering. Maybe sometimes our 
little children, so dear to our hearts, 
are spoken hard to or mistreated. They 
come to us with little tear-stained 
faces and tell us what has happened. 
It is better that we cry along with 
them and help them get their little 
minds settled, than to say, “Come on. 
We'll show them we're not afraid.” 
‘A seed of prejudice can be easily plant- 
ed in their little hearts, and you may 
find yourself thinking things you 
would not dare speak because you 
would feel it was wrong. Let us be 
careful. This is only an example. The 
enemy knows just how to strike. Take 
until you feel like you can’t, then 
take a little more. The Lord will help 
and give overcoming grace if we but 
ask Him. Jesus could have called a le- 
gion of angels to His rescue. Why 
didn’t He? He was and is our example, 
gentle and longsuffering. 

GOODNESS is a fruit. Only through 
the goodness and mercy of the Lord 
are we saved today. Through His good- 
ness we were not snatched out into 
eternity unprepared. Through our be- 
ing good to others we will be able 
to accomplish what God would have 
us do. It is wonderful to hear, “There 
is a good man or woman.” We read in 
Exodus 34:6, “The Lord God, abun- 
dant in goodness and truth.” He is 
merciful and good. His word is true. 
We should strive to be good Christians. 
As saints we should “rejoice in good- 
ness,” 2 Chron. 6:41. Barnabus, you 
remember, was “a good man full of 
the Holy Ghost and faith.” 

FAITH is an essential fruit. Oh, that 
we had more faith! Heb. 11:1, “Now 
faith is the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen.” 
Friends, through faith we believed 
there was salvation for the believer. 
We knew we were lost unless we re- 
pented of our sins. Through faith we 
were saved and sanctified, then bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. By faith we 
have been healed. By faith we have 
overcome temptations. Faith causes us 
to press on to the beautiful city where 
we shall receive our reward. Praise 
the Lord! My humble prayer is that 
we may be better Christians and 
brighter lights for our Lord. 
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HEE EE Es a Place

A very undesirable subject I should 
say, and a@ place that no one wants to 
go; therefore, we should know more 
about what Jesus said about hell. First, 
we want to know if He said there was 
a hell, what it is, where it is, and who 
goes there. In Matt. 5:29, 30, Jesus said, 
“It is profitable for thee that one of 
thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast 
into hell.” Again in Mark 9:43, 44, He 
said, “And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to enter 
into life maimed, than having two 
hands to go into hell, into the fire that 
never shall be quenched: Where their 
worm dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched.” 

So there is a hell, a place of fire 
that is not quenched and that is ever- 
lasting. Matt. 25:41, 46 says, “Then 
shall he say also unto them on the 
left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels: . . . And these 
shall go away into everlasting punish- 
ment: but the righteous into life eter- 
nal.” Just as sure as there is a heaven 
for the righteous, there is a hell for 
the wicked. I know there are many 
false teachers trying to take the suf- 
fering out of hell and soothe the thing 
over to deceive your soul, but, friend, 
let me beg you in the name of Jesus, 
to accept only what the Word of God 
says, for we read in 2 Cor. 11:14, 
“Satan himself is transformed into an 
angel of light.” 

The devil does not come with horns 
and a pitchfork, but as an angel of 
light, many times carrying a Bible and 
quoting scripture. Yes, he can rattle it 
off, but he always puts his own inter- 
pretation on it and not that of Jesus. 
The devil even tempted and tried to 
deceive Jesus Christ by quoting scrip- 
ture, but he put the wrong interpreta- 
tion on it. Read Matt. 3:2-10. 

Then who is a lair, but those who 
teach no hell, no fire, and “soon 
burned up,” or: that the grave is hell? 
Rom. 3:4 says, “Let God be true, but 
every man a liar.” You know, Jesus 
taught hell and fire that is unquench- 
able and everlasting, so we can accept 
His doctrine and escape hell, or follow 
the false doctors and end up in hell 
with them. Rev. 20:10 says, “And the 
devil that deceived them was cast into 
the lake of fire and brimstone, where 
the beast and the false prophet are, 
and shall be tormented day and night 
for ever and ever.” Praise God, he will 
deceive his last one some day. 

Let us notice where God’s Word 
teaches hell is. Isa. 14:9, “Hell from 
beneath is moved for thee to meet thee 
at thy coming.” Then how can the 
grave possibly be hell? The grave does 
not move, neither does it smoke, and 
we find in God’s Word that hell 
smokes. Rev. 9:2, 3, “And he opened 
the bottomless pit; and there arose a 
smoke out of the pit, as the smoke of a 
great furnace; and the sun and the 
air was darkened by reason of the 
smoke of the pit. And there came out 
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of the smoke locusts upon the earth: 
and unto them was given power, as the 
scorpions of the earth have power.” 
You could open an old grave, and there 
would be no smoke, but if hell were 
uncapped for a moment, you would see 
flames of fire and smoke as it carried 
the cries of the lost and damned. 

Many will say that a merciful Sav- 
iour like Jesus will not send anyone to 
hell. No, He does not send anyone 
there. He made the way for us to 
escape hell by giving His life on Cal- 
vary, and if we do not accept His 
way and do His will, then we simply 
send our ownselves there. The Saviour 
does not make us serve Him; He gives 
us our choice. Then, my friend, which 
way have you chosen? Think about 
“hell from beneath is moved for thee, 
to meet thee at thy coming.” If you 
haven’t been born again, as Christ 
stated in John 3:3-8, each step you 
take you are that much nearer hell, 
and another moment of your life is 
gone—“hell” moving to meet you, and 
as time ae you moving to meet 
hell. Oh, let me beg you, precious soul, 
prepare to meet God and shun this 
awtul place! 

Another point to prove that the 

grave is not hell is Luke 16:22, 23, 
where Jesus said, “The rich man also 
died, and was buried; and in hell he 
lift up his eyes, being in torments.” He 
did not lift his eyes in the grave, but 
in hell. The mortal body returned to 
the mother dust (Gen. 3:19), but the 
soul and spiritual body went to hell, 
according to the words of Jesus. 1 Cor. 
15:44, “There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body.” I know some 
pretend to know more than Jesus, and 
say that Luke 16:19-31 is a parable, but 
Jesus said, “There was a certain rich 
man,” so there had to be for the Sav- 
iour to say that. Verses 20-23, “And 
there was a certain beggar named Laz- 
arus, which was laid at his gate, full of 
sores, and desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich man’s 
table: moreover the dogs came and 
licked his sores. And it came to pass, 
that the beggar died, and was carried 
by the angels into Abraham’s bosom: 
the rich man also died, and was 
buried; and in hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments, and seeth Abraham 
afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom.” 
_ So the rich man not only had a soul 
in hell, but he had eyes and could see 
afar off. The beggar asked for only the 
crumbs from the rich man’s table, but 
he had no time for the beggar while 
on earth. Now the old beggar was at 
rest, and the rich man was in hell, 
seeing Lazarus in Abraham’s bosom 
and begging Abraham to send him 
(the old beggar) to cool his parching 
tongue. Friend, if you go on without 
God, whom will you see and for whom 
will you beg? Surely it will be one 
who has prayed and begged you to 
get right with God. 

Let us see what else the rich man 
did. Verse 24, “And he cried and said, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on me, 





and send Lazarus, that he may dip the 
tip of his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; for I am tormented in this 
flame.” He had a voice and could 
talk and cry; he had a tongue which 
was parched and thirsty by the 
flames of hell, for he said, “I am tor- 
mented in these flames.” We cannot 
deny that hell is a place of flaming 
fire, and that those who go there are 
tormented by the flames, as well as 
tormented by seeing, crying, begging 
for mercy and water and remembranc 
of a wasted life and lost loved ones lef 
behind. Verse 25, “But Abraham said, 
Son, remember that thou in thy life- 
time receivedst thy good things, and 
likewise Lazarus evil things: but now 
he is comforted, and thou art tor- 
mented.” Then he said, “IJ pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou wouldest 
send him to my father’s house: For I 
have five brethren; that he may testify 
unto them, lest they also come into 
this place of torment. Abraham saith 
unto him, They have Moses and the 
prophets; let them hear them.” 

He remembered his fine living, his 
father’s house, and his five brethren 
back home. Friend, if you fail God in 
this life, who will you remember there? 
No doubt, it will be the cry and 
prayers of a heartbroken mother, fa- 
ther, son, wife, or daughter, and the 
earnest plea of someone who has so 
often asked you to come to an altar 
of prayer. But as the rich man put it 
off and lifted his eyes in hell, so will it 
be with you if you wait too late; you 
might be one of those who ar 
snatched out suddenly without tim 
to prepare; in fact, we are not prom- 
ised tomorrow. Who knows, it might be 
you or I who is called next. Let us 
be prepared, for surely no one wants 
to go to hell. There positively is a 
burning, flaming hell waiting for all 
who do not serve God. Psa. 9:17, “The 
wicked shall be turned into hell, and 
all the nations that forget God.” No 
matter how self-righteous and moral 
you may have been, if you have not re- 
pented and been born of the Spirit 
of God, hell will be your doom if death 
overtakes you. Isa. 64:6, “All of our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags.” 

Also, we notice a character in the 
Bible who prayed, fasted, and paid 
tithes of all his possessions, even kept 
the commandments from his youth up, 
still he was not justified (Luke 18:11, 
12, 21). All these things are good, but 
they cannot keep us from going to hell, 
unless we first repent and become a 
changed man or woman in Christ Je- 
sus (John 3:5-7). So, precious soul, 
remember there is a hell to shun and 
a heaven to gain. Which will be your 
eternal home?

ness is crucifying the flesh and living

ross and bearing it. 

We cannot close without saying a 
little about the results of taking up our 
cross. We may say that they will all 
be in direct proportion to our volun- 
tary self-identification with Christ. In 
the first place, we will realize the 
meaning of true discipleship. To be a 


confidant of the Master. The disci- 

e will get a knowledge and insight 
into the Master’s teaching that others 
will never find (John 2:9; 4:10-15; 15: 
10). This is one of the first stages of 
Christian growth. We are to know be- 
fore we can be or do. 

Bearing the cross is the way of 
fellowship with our Lord. Fellowship 
is a broad term that takes in many 
relations with our Lord. We have fel- 
lowship with the Father and with 
His Son Jesus Christ (1 John 1:3). 
We have fellowship with Him in serv- 
ice and in the sufferings which are 
incidental to an aggressive Christian 
life (Col. 1:24). But in taking up our 
cross we have fellowship with our Lord 
in the matter of His vicarious, substi- 
tutionary offering for sin. We do not 
suffer in the sense that He did, for 
He was sinless. But we suffer in deny- 
ing self, in mortifying our members 
which are upon earth. We have thus 
an understanding and a sympathy 
with His sufferings that we do not 
get otherwise. 


@es is to be a follower, a learner, 


aring. Our Lord said of His own 

eath, “Except a corn of wheat fall 
into the ground and die, it abideth 
alone: but if it die, it bringeth forth 
much fruit” (John 12:24). So it is with 
the believer. The more he dies unto 
sin, the more he lives unto righteous- 
ness. As Paul writes, “Always bearing 
about in the body the dying of the 
Lord Jesus, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made manifest in our body” 
(2 Cor. 4:10). The life of the flesh and 
the life of the spirit are like the two 
ends of an hourglass; when the one is 
filled, the other is empty. When one is 
filled with the Spirit, he has potential- 
ly all the gifts, graces, and powers of 
the Spirit and is ready for every good 
work. 

And, finally, taking up the cross 
brings to us pure Christian joy. Paul, 
in summing up the results of justifi- 
cation by faith, ends with joy in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we have received the atonement 
(Rom, 5:1-11). 

And bearing the cross is to be done 
with becoming humility and not with 
an ostentatious show; not to be like 
e hypocrites when they fasted, who
